Dear Mr. Keniston: 


I wish to express my gratitude and my sincere appreciation 
to you, to the school board, to my very efficient faculty, to the 
students, and to the town’s people for the friendly cooperation 
given me since I became principal of Concord High School last 
September. Whatever we have been able to accomplish, I be- 
lieve, has been, to a great extent, because of these pleasant rela- 
tionships and to an evident willingness to work together. 


At the opening of school, we welcomed the largest entering 
class in the history of the school, there being twenty-seven in 
the ninth grade. Four new students entered other classes. 
Growth of this kind is very favorable when one considers the fu- 
ture of the school. 

Altho we were obliged-to start school with only three full 
time teachers, after six weeks we were fortunate in securing a 
fourth; thus one of the most pressing needs of the school was 
met. For its size the school offers a wide variety of subjects 
and extra-curricular activities, and these can all be conducted 
more efficiently when no one teacher is so heavily burdened as 
was the case formerly. In addition to the regular academic 
subjects classes in health, physical education, and arts and crafts 
are being conducted by these teachers, as well as the direction 
of such activities as are carried on by four class organizations, 
the school paper and year book, dramatics, and athletic events. 


The home economics teacher shares her time equally be- 
tween our school and Danville High School. Four classes in 
home economics are taught, three for the high school and one 
for the seventh and eighth grade girls. One of these, a class 
for high school boys, is new and popular. 

Music is again under the direction of the district supervisor. 
She has organized a boys’ glee club this year which is doing 
credit to the school, as well as are the girls’ glee club, orchestra, 
and general music courses which have been conducted in the 
past. The musical entertainment, “The Gay Nineties”, present- 
ed in the fall was evidence of the good work done. 

A class in religious education, taught by Mrs. Waldo once 
a week, is being offered to interested members of the ninth grade 
this year. We believe that this is a very worth while project. 

It is indeed fortunate that the boys’ and girls’ basketball 
teams are under the same directors as last year—Mr. Rook and 
Mrs. Frances Morehouse respectively. To stimulate even great- 
er interest in basketball this season, both teams have joined a 
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league newly formed in this section of Vermont. Other teams 
which are members of the league are from McIndoes, Wells 
River, Groton, and Newbury. We believe that we have a good 
chance to win in this competition. The practice of entertaining 
visiting teams after the games is being continued, and the visit- 
ing principals and teams have expressed their appreciation for 
this friendly gesture and have commented favorably on the good 
spirit shown by our teams. 

The P.T.A. is again sponsoring the hot lunch and penny 
milk program. This project is a very real contribution to the 
health of the school children and is well received by them. 

Judevine Memorial School now has its own movie projector 
which provides a combination of entertainment and instructional 
values to the school and to the community. Through the kind- 
ness of Mrs. Lee’ and the pupils of the Brook school, money 
which they earned last year has been contributed to buy a new 
screen, which has been ordered and will soon be available. The 
school is very grateful for this gift. 

Believing that the scholarship standards of the school need 
to be raised and that a more serious attitude toward school work 
needs to be developed within the school and community in order 
that our students may compete successfully with those being 
graduated from other schools, the passing grade has been chang- 
ed from sixty to seventy. The quality of work done is, to a 
great extent, dependent upon regularity of attendance, and there 
is an opportunity for better cooperation between parents and the 
school in this important requirement. A new report card is 
being used which indicates not only scholarship attainment but 
also ratings on good citizenship qualities. 

Concord is so situated among a number of towns which are 
without high schools that the opportunities for future growth of 
Concord High School are challenging and the outlook is bright. 

To attract the best students from our neighboring towns, we 
must provide the best of equipment and strive to retain com- 
petent, inspiring and devoted teachers. We must work together 
to show that it is our purpose, first of all, to maintain a school 
community in which good character traits and good citizenship 
qualities are rated of highest importance. We must prove that 
we have much to offer at our school, and that we have a serious- 
ness of purpose and a happy spirit of cooperation in our work 
and in our play, striving to fit our students for abundant living 
in whatever they may do.

Looking back at the enrollment by grades we see a big 
jump in grades one and two. Will this affect the number of 
rooms to plan for in the new building? A survey of all children 
in town under school age would be helpful. 


Does our.high school enrollment show a gain over the 
years? Are we getting many more tuition students? If not, 
why? Outside of the present 10th grade it looks as if each 
grade will average about 15 until the present second grade is 
ready for high school. 

The present faculty is as large and as capable as can be 
expected for a school of this size. To keep them, salaries will 
have to meet living conditions. Looking at the finances we see 
that we are not raising enough income to break even on current 
expenses to say nothing of the debt. If we want our children 
properly educated we will have to pay for it. 


Our health report shows that very little was done during 
the last school year. Again, I repeat the need of a better health 
program.. Complete examinations every two years and the 
services of a school nurse, would be money well spent. 


The pupil progress shows that 30 out of 140 elementary 
pupils are not doing satisfactory work. Does this have anything 
in common with over teaching loads, as reported in last year’s 
report, and the lack of closer health supervision? After all, 
no two children are alike in their mental and physical abilities, 
so in order to help those who need the extra attention, a teacher 
should not have more than 20 in her room under the above con- 
ditions. This would call for one more teacher at both East 
Concord and at Concord. 


In order that our building program will be adequate and 
meet the needs of education during the next 40 years, it is ad- 
visable that the public be informed through meetings as to the 
trend of building programs.
